Saddleback Park, informs us that they 
have finished work on the starting line 
resurfacing. The operation spread three 
feet of adobe topsoil over two-thirds of 
the start hill and did away with the bad 
area just before the downhill. 


According to National Transportation 
Safety Board statistics, motorcycle 
fatalities ranked third nation wide last 
year. The 3,376 cyclists that were killed 
in traffic accidents represent a 12.4 
percent increase over the previous year.

The steering heads on the RTLs are cut 
and rewelded for one degree less rake 
than the factory engineers originally set 
after Bob Nickelsen and Sammy Miller, 
with no prior consultation, wrote letters 
from opposite ends of the earth calling 
for the identical change. 


Honda spokesmen say that the TL 250 
is set for production for the next two 
years. After that, the RTL 300, or one 
of its descendents, could be Honda’s 
mainline trialer. 


Word the Honda crew received from 
Sammy Miller tends to confirm the 
existence, in Europe, of a 170-pound 
Suzuki prototype, and that Montesa’‘s 
latest works trialer is also superlight, 
somewhere in the 170-180 pound range 
with a 348cc, six speed power unit.

Getting down to brass 


tacks with the BLM

CALIFORNIA CITY, CAL., JUNE 7 


If you weren’t there, you don’t 
know what’s happening — and 
there’s not enough newspaper to 
tell it all. It was the first such 


open house with opportunity to 
lodge written comment in this 
area, and far better than the 
usual shouting-match meeting. 


With the exception of a few who 
came to raise hell and make general 
asses of themselves, it was a time and 
place for learning a lot ina short time, to 
come away slightly awed by the sheer 
size of the task that everyone — bikers, 
hikers, jeepers, range conservationists, 
archeologists, biologists, hunters, 
landowners, miners, military, this whole 
mob of bristling, potentially explosive 
people — have set themselves in 
“planning” the use of the desert. And 
this was just a piece of it, the El Paso 
and Red Mountain Planning Units, 
covering lands between Mojave and the 
U.S. Naval Test Station, bounded on the 
north by a Naval Ordinance test area 
and including California City along with 
several popular competition areas. 

When you walked in to the exhibit 
room at Cal City’s Lakeshore Inn (an 
establishment which also makes a fine 
Reuben sandwich) it hits you, rows and 
rows of six-foot high maps of the area 
covered with plastic overlays showing 
the various management alternatives. 

Each primary concern (wildlife, range 
conservation, land ownership, 
recreation, etc.) had its own group of 
maps and overlays with a BLM staffer 
standing by to discuss the issues 
involved in his/her particular area of 
responsibility. 

Much of what was pictured is 
summed up in writing in a thick booklet 
listing “Management Opportunities.” 
The name itself suggests that the BLM is 
desperately grasping for things to 
manage in order to justify its expansion. 
Regardless of the motivation, the 
document is laced with inputs from 
motorcyclists (many spearheaded by 
DRA promoter Ron Burpo), and heavy 
with potential conflicts with other user 
groups. 


To nail things down to specific land 
areas, the planning units have been 
broken down into “Discussion Areas.” 
By D.A., here are some of the more 
notable hiker inputs: 

—D.A. 3, open to competition events 
on existing roads and trails. This is the 
El Paso Mountains and El Paso Peaks 
area. 

—D.A. 6, proposed open competition 
area in the Rand Mountains. Would 
require adjustment of existing Tortoise 
Preserve boundaries to improve access. 

—In D.A, 9/10, reduce ICMP (Interim 
Critical Management Plan, remember) 
Area 13 to six square miles (it’s a closed 
area to protect the Trona Pinnacles) and 
open up the surrounding area. 

—D.A. 14, extend ICMP 15 (an 
existing roads and trails area) eastward 
to the planning unit boundary. 

Forms to comment on these 
proposals were available at the sign-in 
table and also near the exit. We would 
reproduce the map on these forms if it 
wouldn’t turn into a giant smudge in 
newsprint. If you weren’t there, you 
blew it. If you have a valid, realistic 





input to make and still want to, get it 
down in writing, in detail, accompany it 
with a map if you can, and send it to 
California Desert Plan Program, 1695 
Spruce, Riverside, CA 92507. Then 
cross your fingers. 

As to conflicts, there’s a’plenty, 
though many of them could be resolved 
if bikers could get involved and talk 
things out face-to-face without 
screaming and yelling. For instance, 
under system-wide “Watershed”’ 
planning, the Management 
Opportunities list carries a suggested 
blanket restriction of ORVs to existing 
roads and trails in nearly every 
Discussion Area. But when interviewed, 
the attendant staffer at the “Watershed” 
maps was more flexible. One overlay on 
each map shows areas of “slight,” 
“moderate,” and “‘severe’’ susceptibility 
to erosion. The staffer allowed as how 
there’d be nothing wrong with relaxing 
restrictions on riding in areas of slight or 
moderate erosion potential. 

The Range Conservation (grazing) 
specialist told us that ORV 
concentration hurt grazing forage. A 
few of us pointed out that the opposite 
of concentration was dispersal and the 
way to do that was not restricting us to 
smaller areas but to opening up more 
areas and inducing us to spread out. The 
way he hemmed and hawed, you could 
tell he’d thought along exactly those 
lines privately, but for political reasons, 
couldn’t admit it publicly. 

One lady archeological staffer, while 
calling for closed buffer zones around 
archeological resource sites, also 
admitted she’s learning to ride a Honda 
175 to have better access. And as she 
learns, her attitudes towards bikes and 
bikers are mellowing. Just stay away 
from the cultural resources. (And yes, it 
seems any place the Indians did stop to 
chip flint or roast a rabbit, if it has 
survived this long, is a cultural 
resource.) Watch out for attempts to 
restrict ORV use in areas of “potential” 
cultural resource sites. The archeologists 
may ask for it, knowing they probably 
won't get it. 

The very intense lady PhD. at 
“Wildlife” would like to see the 
Tortoise Preserve expanded in two areas 
“Choice A” or “Choice B” (one or the 
other). Choice B is smack on top of the 
bikers’ proposed Rand open 
competition area. She knows it, would 
rather have Choice A anyway, and 
seems willing to haggle. 

And the haggling went on all day, in 
little knots of people. There were the 
usual hotheads on both sides of the 
ORV question, including a couple who 
did the bikers no credit at all. There was 
some clown who bragged about blowing 
a hole in somebody’s snowmobile engine 
with his .30-30 and hinted that similar 
measures would solve the whole ORV 
“problem.” 

There were people who seem to want 
a range war and people who seem to 
want a negotiated settlement (beginning 
to sound like the Paris peace talks, 
huh?). It was a regular zoo. You 
shoulda’ been there .. . e

Springsteen leads Harley 
sweep of Louisville National

With the aplomb of a seasoned 


veteran, 


rookie

sped to a flag to flag victory in 
the AMA Grand National/Camel 
Pro Series Louisville half mile. 

In the place and show 


positions on the crushed Limestone 
horse racing circuit were 
Harley-Davidson factory teammates 
Corky Keener, winner of last year’s 
event, and Gary Scott. Harley mounted 
Dave Sehl, a three time Louisville 
winner, placed fourth with the first non 
orange and black Milwaukee marque 
being Hank Scott’s Shell Racing 
Specialties Yamaha in fifth. 

Jay’s victory should niche a place in 
the record books for the Flint, Michigan 
native as the youngest rider to win a 
National. Springsteen, just a week shy 
of being two months past his 18th 
birthday, will enter his Senior year in 
high school in September. 

It was, to the fans obvious delight, a 
Harley night. The reason behind their 
pleasure was clearly evident upon a 
short stroll into the special area 
designated for bike parking as row upon 
row of the brand that made Milwaukee 
famous sat glistening in the slowly 
setting sun. 

If one were to use practice as a basis 
for betting on the outcome of the 
National then Corky Keener was the 
odds on favorite. Corky, in most 
observers’ minds, won practice hands 
down with his rooster tail displays of 
high line riding while jockeying around 
the Louisville oval searching for the 
fastest line. 

In time trials the complexion of the 
action changed, but only a little as Gary 
Scott ticked off a fleet 26.096 second 
time lap for the fastest clocking of the 
108 riders entered. A few ticks down 
from Scott’s time came Jay Springsteen, 
Rex Beauchamp, Scott Rader and 
Corky Keener, all on Harleys, with 
Triumph mounted Steve Morehead 
clocking in as sixth fastest. A slim 
margin of only eight tenths of a second 
separated Gary Scott from Norton 
mounted 48th qualifier John Hateley at 
27.075. Before time trials Triumph 





Sheen Harley-Davidson, 


mounted Atlantic Regional Expert 
Champion Billy Eves had commented 
“It’s just a horsepower track. If you 
can’t go fast you better not show up.” 
He qualified in 42nd position. 

One lap into the first heat race the 
crowd was on its feet and cheering as 
Corky Keener, after a poor start, put on 
a display of high line riding through 
turns one and two on the second lap 
that carried him from seventh to second 
place by the time the pack hit the back 
straight. In another lap he had dropped 
Hank Scott from the lead and it was 
bye-bye Corky. Gary Scott was working 
his way through the pack to fourth 
where he earned a ticket to a Semi. In 
front of Gary, brother Hank was waging 
a losing battle for second with Dave 
Sehl although both second and third 
were worth direct transfers to the Main. 

The second heat produced the 
quickest 10 laps of the night with Jay 
Springsteen turning in an effortless 
winning ride as the trio of Jimmy 
Zeigler, Chuck Palmgren and Billy Eves 
played swap and swap again behind him. 
Zeigler held onto second with Chuck 
Palmgren’s high line proving vulnerable 
to Eves’ ride on the groove as Eves 
slipped under Chuck in the final corner 
and out sped him to the flag. The heat 
had been almost a full four seconds 
faster than Keener’s and conversation 
quickly turned to rookie Jay and his 
chances. 

The third heat was a flag to flag win 
for Rex Beauchamp, but all the 
attention was glued on San Jose winner 
Greg Sassaman as he put in a ride that 
took him from dead last off the line to 
second at the checkers. Sassaman 
literally gobbled up the competition in 
the opening laps of the race then settled 
down to a calculated assault on Eddie 
Wirth and Paul Pressgrove in second and 
third. It took the Georgia rider until the 
end of the eighth lap to find his 
opening, but when he did he swooped 
the pair for second with Pressgrove 
tailing on behind to nose out Wirth for 
third place. 

Kenny Roberts, who qualified his

fastest ever at Louisville (12th), put in 
“what may be his best ride ever on this 
track” as he finished second to Texas 
rookie Expert Bubba, Rush in the final 
heat after leading the initial five laps. 
Still Kenny had his direct transfer to the 
National while Gary Scott, who trails 
Roberts in the National point standings, 
was in the unenviable position (as was 
Roberts last year) of having to win his 
Semi for a transfer spot. Steve Droste 
charged to third place. 

It was now time to re-group and wait 
for the posting of the grid for the Semis. 
Gary Scott, earlier in the evening had 
said ‘This is it. I’ve got to make the best 
of these three races and get all the 
National points I can.” He had a long 
struggle to make the best of this one. 

The first Semi saw Chuck Palmgren 
emerge as the winner, but only after a 
lot of shuffling in the front ranks. 
Chuck led the opening three laps until 
Steve Morehead bullied past although 
Morehead’s lead lasted only a lap as the 
Ohio rider slid out as he was exiting 
turn four. “I had just gotten on the gas 
and was shifting my weight when the 
rear wheel touched the loose stuff and 
that was it.” Steve slid clear while his 
bike did a bouncing act. Palmgren’s next 
challenger was Ken Springsteen and it 
looked as though the Vista Sheen rider 
would out-motor Palmgren for the win 
until Palmgren effectively shut the door 
on Springsteen’s last lap charge. 

Gary Scott motored away from the 
rest of the action in the final Semi 
leaving Randy Cleek (in his first ride on 
a Harley) to fend for himself in second 





as Teddy Newton, Mike Caves, Scott 
Drake and Keith Ulicki all put in 
challenges. In the closing laps Cleek and 
Newton pulled free of the pack and set 
up a duel of their own with Newton 
notching second place two laps from the 
flag. Cleek held on for third. 

Cleek had his revenge on Teddy 
Newton in the Expert Trophy Race as 
he rode the Bart Markel tuned Harley to 
a hard fought victory. In this race Cleek 
put the pressure on leader Newton and 
finally slipped past with four laps 
remaining. Third finally went to Keith 
Ulicki with Mike Caves cutting through 
the pack for fourth followed by Mike 
Johnson and Mark Williams. 

The consensus of opinion of the 
riders before the National was that the 
edge of the cushion would be the place 
to ride in the opening laps with a move 
down to the top of the groove in the 
closing miles when things got rough. 
Yamaha mounted Kenny Roberts was 
planning to “Stay in the marbles and off 
the groove. We've finally gotten some 
good power although it’s too much for 
the groove.” Others, like Rex 
Beauchamp figured everyone to be 
pretty much equal (“Some more than 
others.”) and that the start and the 
opening lap would be important. Greg 
Sassaman, with his San Jose winning 
engine turning out many, many ponies, 
fretted over his poor start in the heat 
race. “I hope I don’t do that again (he 
did). It takes a road racer to ride that 
bike; there’s almost no way you can 
feather it off the line.” A confident 
Corky Keener just smiled while past

winner Dave Sehl took a wait and see 
attitude. Vista Sheen sponsor Rich 
Gawthrop talked about Jay Springsteen 
as tuner Jimmy Clark and his crew 
readied the bike. “This is our first 
National as far as I’m concerned. This is 
where our action really is.’’ Prophetic. 

Jay Springsteen opted for the outside 
pole in the single row start with the 
correct assumption that it would give 
him the best straight line shot at turn 
one. Alongside were Keener, 
Beauchamp, Rush, Zeigler, Sehl, 
Sassaman, Roberts, Eves, Hank Scott, 
Pressgrove, Droste, Gary Scott and 
Palmgren. 

The angry rumble of almost 1,000 
horsepower waiting to be turned loose 
awaited the green flag. A perfect start 
put Springsteen into turn one ahead of 
Sehl, Beauchamp and the mass that 
followed. As the pack exited turn two 
Springsteen grabbed a handful of 
throttle and quickly had a 50 yard 
advantage; the stage was set for the 
rookie Expert’s romp. Gary Scott, 
among others, was fighting for position 
at the end of lap one after having been 
boxed in a pack of riders close to the 
rail on the start. “If I hadn’t had a poor 
grid position for the start I might have 
gotten a line where I could have gotten 
outside. As it was I couldn’t get outside 
at the start without hitting other riders 
so I stayed low and lost a lot of ground 
in the first two turns.” 

Bubba Rush was already out with 
mechanical problems as the second lap 
started and Beauchamp, after moving to 
third, would continue the race on one 
cylinder. Springsteen, high on the 
cushion, cut a time of 25.283 for the 
second lap and backed it up in quick 
succession with three more laps in the 
25 second bracket to establish his front 
running position more firmly. 

By lap three Corky Keener had 
slipped imto second dropping Sehl to 
third with Gary Scott a slowly closing 
fourth. A second pack of riders formed 
with Droste leading Zeigler, Eves, 
Hank Scott, and Sassaman_ while 
behind them in a third race were 
Roberts, Palmgren, Beauchamp and a 
dust blinded Paul Pressgrove. 

Sassaman, after another last man off

the line start, had picked his way to 
ninth place in a five rider pack all 
scratching for better position. 

Seven laps into the National Gary 
Scott put in a successful charge past 
Sehl and the front four positions, with 
the exception of some rubber band 
action between the quarter, was set to 
the checkers. 

The action behind was far from over. 
Roberts was skimming the high line 
looking for a way to make up lost 
ground, but it was to no avail as most of 
the riders, led by Springsteen, had 
dropped down to the groove as the 
cushion got rough. Roberts nonetheless 
stuck to the high line and went out six 
laps later with wheel bearing failure in 
his rear wheel that finally caused his 
chain to come off. 

With the halfway flags out it seemed 
clear that, barring any twist of fate, Jay 
Springsteen was on his way to victory. 
The curly haired Vista Sheen rider had 
an unofficial three second advantage 
and appeared to have plenty in reserve 
when it looked like Keener was making 
a bid to close the gap. Keener 
meanwhile was stalking his prey waiting 
to pounce on any mistake. 

In the closing laps Gary Scott made a 
bid at Keener that fell short, Hank Scott 
slipped past Droste into fifth with 
Sassaman challenging all the way to the 
flag. Droste held off Eves for seventh

with Beauchamp, Palmgren, Zeigler and 
Pressgrove rounding out the finishers. 

If there was one common malady 
among the riders it was their chorus of 
“I just couldn’t get off the line at all.” 
One rider said “It must have been nice 
for the crowd to watch the rooster tails 
off the starting line, but it was hell to 
get a good track bite with as much 
power as the engines put out.” In turn, 
after 20 laps, rear tires were chewed to 
bits. 


Once Jay found his breath and 
recovered from the champagne shower 
he was all grins as were the rest of his 
crew. “I knew I could win once I got 
what I thought was a good lead.” Corky 
chimed in with his observation that “it’s 
no disgrace to run second to Jay on any 
track.” Jay then turned his attention to 
his Sponsor Rich Gawthrop of Vista 
Sheen, his tuner Jim Clark (“I knew 





we’d do it, I just didn’t know how 
soon.”), the special head work done on 
short notice by Dan Powers of 
Compressible Gas Dynamics, his parents 
and brother, NASCO’s John 
Kaltenbach, Harley’s Dick O’Brien and a 
host of others while someone pressed a 
cold Coors into his hand and the 
realization of his first National victory 
began to take hold. o

Or more cylinders? Basically, because this adds bulk. And 
when you add bulk to a motorcycle, you make it less of a 
motorcycle and more of a two-wheeled car: fine for riding in a 
straight line. But not very good for riding around corners. 

So, in designing the XS-500, Yamaha engineers set out 
to squeeze the maximum power out of the minimum displace- 
ment. Just as they would with a factory roadracer. Which is 
why they used four valves per cylinder. It let them design the 
combustion chamber closer to a true hemisphere —the ideal 
shape. It also helps the engine breathe better at high rpms. 
And, since the mass of individual valves is smaller, the XS-500 
engine can rev much higher without the valves “floating” and 
power dropping off.

Another good thing about a smaller engine: You can put 
it in a smaller frame. The XS-500 has the same basic frame 
configuration as a Yamaha 350 roadracer. So, if you're used 
to riding conventional touring bikes, your first ride on an 
XS-500 is apt to be startling.

If you ask Robert Earl Endicott 
why he developed his extreme 
“hanging off” style eight or nine 
years ago, he won’t tell you going 
faster was the main objective. “I 
started riding like that to be neat. 
I had a Honda Super Hawk, just 
mostly for transportation — I 
couldn’t afford a car. I started going to 
bike races, and then I went through a 
miserable period when I was 17, 18, 19 
years old, had a motorcycle that I could 
race, and my parents wouldn’t let me. 
They wouldn’t sign the papers. So I 
wanted to be a pukka street rider, to 
look the part even though I wasn’t 
racing. I had to wait until I was 21 
before I could even start racing.” 

Now 26 years old and sponsored by 
Action Fours, where he works as a 
mechanic, Endicott recently talked 
about his life as a motorcycle racer. 

“My life revolves around racing. All 
the decisions that are made are made for 
racing’s sake ... like where I live, what 
my job is, even what spending money I 
have. It all revolves around racing. 
Racing always comes first. 

“I really enjoy mountain hiking, 
climbing, and just living in the woods. I 
don’t like city living that much. It’s 
hard for me living in Los Angeles, but 
it’s the only practical place to race 
motorcycles. 

“You get asked why you race a lot. 
Some people do it because they like to 
win, other people because it’s kind of an 
art form, other people do it because it’s 
a personal challenge to see how fast 
they can go. I enjoy seeing how much I 
can improve myself each time. It’s not 
so much the competition. 

“IT wouldn’t mind being the AFM 
Number One, but that’s not my main 
goal. It’s not worth driving all the way 
to San Francisco and back half a dozen 
times a year just to do it. 

“T enjoy a good race. I’d rather lose a 
really good race than win an easy race. 
I’m not out to be a winner all the time, 
especially an easy winner. I don’t want 
to do that. 

“With Aldana and DuHamel, I look 
up to the people. I know that they ride 
harder than I do, and have been riding a 
lot longer than I have, are a lot more 
experienced. I seem to be able to keep 
up most of the time, not quite. Like at 
Daytona Aldana pulled away from me. I 
find I don’t really want to pass them 
back or try as hard as I could just 
because I respect the people. They 
seem ...I don’t know how to say it. I 
treat them with a lot of respect. 

“I work at Action Fours. It’s my 
main function. Any time I want, I can 
ride any of the bikes they have. The 
owner is very four-cycle oriented, and 
he likes to race them. Right now we 
have a competitive production bike that 
I race. The last two years I rode 
uncompetitive GP bikes for him. It 
wasn’t so bad in ’73; the bike was close 
to being in front. But in ’74 the bike

was very slow, so this year I decided just 
to ride my 250 and his production bike. 
It’s not really worthwhile racing if the 
bike you’re riding stands no chance of 
being in the hunt. 

“I like to have a competitive 
motorcycle, a bike that’s capable of 
winning, race against people who are 
good, and see how well I can pit myself 


against them. To me, an ideal race 
would be where all the bikes are exactly 
equal, and it was strictly a rider contest. 
I would enjoy that much more. 

“I started off in racing pretty good. I 
had a competitive 350 production bike, 
did good in that class with Mike Devlin. 
Then I got a 750 production bike, a 
Honda. I kind‘uv got into an era where 





there wasn’t anybody going real fast, 
and the one I had was pretty fast, so I 
built up a reputation fairly quickly with 
it. I got to be an AMA Junior without 
ever having to be a Novice, which 
helped a lot. It’s real hard to get out of 
the Novice class — there’re so many 
people and all the bikes are so close. 
Once I was a Junior I got to ride in the 
job with Action Fours, and I’ve just sort 
of stagnated since then. I’ve been 
getting better, but nothing really 
happened. 

“Last year I bought a 250 Yamaha, 
which helped a lot. I enjoyed racing it a 
lot last year. Getting off a Z-1 and 
climbing onto a TZ 250 Yamaha is 
completely different. A 250 requires 
that you throw it around and abuse it to 
go anywhere near fast. A Z-1 you have 
to be real gentle and cautious with it, 
and you can’t do anything fast. I enjoy 
the 250 a lot more. 

“There’s a chance that I'll have a TZ 
700 to ride at Laguna Seca. I’ve been 
dying to ride one ever since they came 
out. I enjoy riding my 250 but I’ve 
always done better on a_ heavier 
motorcycle. I weigh 150 pounds and 
that’s not really a competitive weight 
for a 250. You fight as hard as you can, 
and a light rider can pass you back, 
easy. 

“I’ve been riding big motorcycles, 
heavy production bikes, heavy GP bikes 
for years now — that’s mostly what I’ve 
raced all along. If all the people that 
didn’t race nothing but Yamaha twins 
for years and years can hop on 700s and 
go fast, I’m sure that I won’t have as 
many problems as they had. I’m used to 
wobbling around. I know what to do 
with the wobble. 

“People offer you rides on their 
motorsickles (sic) all the time. They 
want somebody competent to ride their 
motorcycles, that probably won’t fall 
off of it, and will still go fast enough to 
make the bike look good. People who 
sponsor motorcycle racers are a strange 
breed. I never understood why anybody 
would want to pay money to have 
somebody else ride a motorcycle. They 
enjoy it. I don’t know why they want to 
do it. They just want to see their bikes 
go fast. 

“My girlfriend is Gail Wilson. We've 
known each other for three years now, 
get along real good. She helps me an 
awful lot with racing. I don’t think I 
could go to the races and function 
without her. She takes care of all the 
little details, like cleaning the bubbles 
and the visors of the helmet, taking lap 
times, keeping track of how many miles 
are on the motorcycle, what parts have 
to be replaced and when. She makes it 
10 times easier. 

“My main goal is to see how far I can 
go in racing. I’d very much like to go 
race in Europe. That’s been my goal 
ever since I started. It’s getting closer, 
but it’s still a long ways away. I don’t 
know how long I’m gonna race; as long 
as I continue to improve, it’s worth- 
while racing. If I ever reach the point 
where I’m not really getting any better, 
then I'll probably think about quitting.”

The eighth week of Speedway got 
off to a somewhat slippery start 
on a track that was very wet, 
giving a lot of handling troubles 


to everyone, including three 
time U.S. Speedway Champ 
Rick Woods, who went down in 
turn three of the first lap sliding 


some 20 feet on his back, keeping him 
from earning a ride in the Handicap half 
of the show. This, however, did not 
keep him from going all the way in the 
Scratch Main for the win over Mike 
Bast, Dan Becker, and Bill Cody. 


The local press of each town where 
Speedway is run always looks for a 
home town boy to do well so they have 
something to write about. This week the 
papers were full of information about 
Dean York and Randy Marsh, two 
Ventura residents that ran away with 
the Handicap Main. Randy Marsh made 
several passes at front runner Dean 
York, all in vain as the big man crossed 
the finish line one length in front. 


Division Two racing produced a new 
name this week, Clint Palmer. He kept 
his cool as riders fell around him, 
moving in and around the pile of bikes 
for the win, 


Irwindale, California 
June 5, 1975 


Bill Meister finally came through after 
weeks of frustration and picked off the 
Handicap Main before 3600 fans. With a 
good cushion on both the inside and 
outside of the track, Meister came from 
the shortest yardage marker — the 20 — 
of the Final lineup and held it while a 
tremendous dice went on for second 
between Steve Bast and Bobby 
Schwartz. 

Bob, who hasn’t won since his torrid 
season opener paces, was in second early 
while Bast, coming from the 40 (having 
been bumped up from the 50 for the 
first time this year), tried it on the 
outside much of the time. He briefly 
passed Schwartz but was soon repassed. 
Once in second again, Bobby never let 
off and began to close in on Meister, 
who had built a 30 yard lead at one 
point. Time ran out, however, and 
Schwartz had to settle for second over 
Bast, Sonny Nutter, Mike Curoso, and 
Bruce Penhall. 


Scratch racing started with the first 
heat matching Mike Bast and Sonny 





Nutter -in a wheel-to-wheel duel- that 
lasted two full laps. It all started after 

Shaw was disqualified for 
breaking the tape, being replaced by 
Larry Moon. The duel finally broke up 
when Bast emerged the leader in turn 
two of lap three and he held on for the 
win. 

The Bast Brothers, riding like a team, 
took the Scratch Semi, with Mike up 
front. The second Semi was a superb 
race. Bill Cody, like normal taking to 
the outside, battled his way into the 
lead with Sonny Nutter trying to close 
in second. Lap after lap he tried to 
catch Cody, who was as close to the 
crash wall as possible, holding him off. 
Then, in the final turn, Sonny slipped 
underneath and pulled alongside. It was 
a ferocious race to the checkered which 
Sonny won by about a foot. 

Bob Schwartz claimed the Scratch 
Consolation win over Mike Curoso. The 
prime story, it seems, was the deft 
riding of Bruce Penhall. Not once, but 
twice, he nearly lost it. The second 
time, as the front wheel looked like it 
was about to climb the wall, Bruce was 
looking behind him while saving it. 
Unreal. 

In the Scratch Main, it was no contest 
as Steve Bast turned it on and won all 
the way. Sonny Nutter held back Mike 
Bast for second while Cody, losing the 
traction this time outside, finished 
fourth. 

The Feature Match Race pitted the 
two Bast Brothers where the toss of the 
coin placed Steve on the crashwall and 
Mike on the pole. It was the crashwall 
starting slot that paid off and Steve 
outpaced Mike two-one. 


Costa Mesa, California 

June 6, 1975 

Bud Anderson, oops, I mean Bill Gray 
of the Father Knows Best T.V. show, 
repaid all of his fans for their support 
by winning the Handicap Main. He took 
over the lead in the first lap holding off 
the rush of Merk Cherf, Dubb Ferrell 
and Sonny Nutter.

Scratch Mains. Woods picked up two 
more this week with his win Tuesday 
night at Ventura and again at Costa 
Mesa. 


Friday night’s Scratch Main saw 
Woods jump to the lead at the start over 
Sonny Nutter, Bill Cody, and Dan 
Becker. Becker drilled himself into the 
wall for the second time in one night 
and was out of the race. Cody and 
Nutter worked each other -over as 
Woods stretched out his lead. This win 
moved him into third place for the 
season, behind Steve Bast and Mike 
Bast.

Yamaha’s Jimmy Weinert kicked 
out the jams to take a decisive 
victory in the first round of the 


500cc National 


Series. Jimmy, “The Jammer,” 
displayed a deceptively smooth 
style around the slick 1.3 mile 
Baldwin circuit, while all of the 


other prime movers suffered a variety of 
ills. Race day dawned clear and warm, 
but a massive rider sign-up forced two 
250ce Support class qualfiers, two Open 
class qualifiers and consolation rounds. 
By the time the National field was 
finally chosen the weather had turned 
from sweet to sour. 

Kawasaki’s Gary Semics blasted his 
year old European works bike off the 
line and into the lead in the first 500 
moto. Weinert, Pierre Karsmakers 
(Hon), Tony DiStefano (Suz), and Billy 
Grossi (Suz) gave chase as a few drops 
of rain began to fall. Maico’s main man, 
Steve Stackable, was knocked down in a 
four bike first turn crash with John 
Savitski (Bul), Gary Chaplin (CZ), and 
Oklahoman Trey Jorski (Kaw). Stack 
remounted a lap down as the leaders

came around. Jammin’ Jimmy and 
Pierre passed Semics on the second 
rotation of the beautifully prepared 
Kansas track, and the two next door 
neighbors went at it hammer and tong 
as DiStefano closed on them. At the 
midway point the rain had increased to 
a steady drizzle as the 
Winert-Karsmakers’ duel got hot. 
DiStefano had engine trouble while 
charging and waved Suzuki teammate 
Billy Grossi on by. Almost a half a lap 
behind the leaders was a Gaylon 
Mosier-Billy Clements-Rex Staten battle 
for sixth place. In the final decisive laps 
Karsmakers gobbled inches away from 
Weinert’s lead as the Yamaha and 
Honda shot giant rooster tails of wet 
loam into the air. Karsmakers made his 
move on the back section of the track 
only to endo viciously to put a finish to 
Honda’s hopes. Weinert motored across 
the finish line in a pouring rain, while 
Karsmakers drove into the pits in an 
ambulance. Pierre suffered facial cuts

and his body was one giant bruise. The 
final indignity for the former National 
champion came when someone stole his 
helmet and boots. 

Billy Grossi was second, and said, “‘It 
was easy. I just took it easy and rode 
around.” Gary Semics took third when 
DiStefano’s chain unrailed with Rex 
Staten, Gaylon Mosier, Kent Howerton, 
and Bill Clements filling out fourth 
through seventh. Texan Steve Stackable 
unlapped himself up to eighth place in a 
determined ride. 

The heavy rains saw the crowd of 
3,000 spectators diminish to a hardy 
group of wet fans. Between moto pit 
activity was mostly aimed at finding 
ways of keeping the mud off, while out 
on the track spectators were doing long 
belly slides down the slimy mud course. 

At the drop of the gate the second 
moto was all Weinert’s as he displayed 
his eastern mud prowess by pulling 
away at the first turn as Tony DiStefano 
crashed his already injured leg into a 
fence post. Gary Semics continued his 
red letter day by holding second ahead 
of a rapid Gaylon Mosier. Kent 
Howerton and his Husky proved that 
their previous wins in the mud weren’t 
flukes as the young Texan came from 
seventh to second in three laps. Weinert 
and Howerton rode through the goop 
like it wasn’t even there, while back in 
fourth and fifth, behind Mosier, Billy 
“The Bear” Grossi and Stack were 
swapping positions with full lock slides 
and mud in the eye dicing. Then just as 
in the first moto all the tension ended 
when Howerton collided with John 
Ayers (Mai) allowing Weinert to take 








the win. Howerton got back up and 
finished second. “The Bear” got mud 
and grit in his eyes as Stackable blasted 
on up to finish third, Semics held on for 
fourth, Mosier was fifth, and the mud 
caked Grossi sixth. 

The results were obvious as Jammin’ 
Jimmy went one-one to clearly grab the 
500cc points lead. Gary Semics was a 
surprise second on his Kawasaki, but 
Semics was protested and disqualified 
for not wearing a jersey with his name 
and number on it. Gary has appealed, 
and the results will await the AMA 
hearing. DiStefano summed up the day 
by looking at his mud pie motorcycle 
and said, ‘‘Let’s take it out to California 
and plant it.”

Jim Turer (Yam) won the 250cc 
Support class that saw some super 
racing as several National caliber riders 
were unable to get big bikes. Tommy 
Croft took his LAFD 250 Honda to a 
runaway victory in the first moto ahead 
of a tightly bunched Jim Turner, Ken 
Zahrt (Mon), Bruce Baron (Yam), and 
Ron Self (Hon). Croft got off the line 
poorly in the second moto as Turner 
turned up the wick to take the win. 
Kenny Zahrt took second and second 
overall. Bruce Baron was third overall 
ahead of Kansas hero Jim Witt. Croft 
fell back to finish 14th in the second 
moto for seventh place money. @

THE ISLE OF MAN VICTOR 
TAKES TO THE STREETS

To get your first question out of 
immediately 
Triumph Trident doesn’t leak oil. 
If one leaves the cleverly designed 


the way 


“c ” 


chain oiler ‘ton’ at all times, it 
will deposit one single drop of oil 
on your garage floor after each 
and every ride. So, no more telling 


everyone “that’s surface moisture” or 
“a real motorcycle is supposed to leak 
oil.” “Put a diaper on it” cries won’t be 
heard from owners of the 1975 British 
triple. 

Initial eyeballing of the machine can 
delay riding it. It’s that pretty. Yes, 
pretty. Both chrome and craftsmanship 
are visible and apparent in large doses. 

Starting with the Dunlop TT100 
front tire; past the shorter than before 
forks; up to the slightly ‘tape-hangerish”’ 


bars; over the 4.5 or optional 5.5 gallon 
red and white (or yellow and white) fuel 
tank; down along the new exhaust 
system, which has the center cylinder 
exhausting into two pipes ai the 
cylinder head, then joining the outside 
cylinder pipes under the polished alloy 
engine which has been moved forward 
haif an inch and up an inch; back along 
the nicely sized and contoured (but too 
hard) seat; past the Lockheed rear disc 
brake which along with its twin up front 
provides faultless braking, to the very 
end of the large taillight — the Trident is 
impressive. It looks like a motorcycle 
should look. 

Starting, now by way of a Lucas 


— no, the 





electric start system, is a simple 
procedure which requires full choke 
only after long periods of sitting up in 
nippy temperatures (no choke 
otherwise), tickling of the three 27mm 
Amal Concentric carbs (the center carb 
has been fitted with a neat extension 
lever that makes tickling that carb a 
cinch), and then a single push on the 
starter button, which is located on the 
right hand switch pod. That pod also 
provides a kill switch (you push it up 
rather than down — it should be rigged 
the other way) and a button which had 
us puzzled until we consulted the 
owner’s manual and discovered it was 
“not in use.” 

A cross shaft from the right hand side 
of the engine has allowed Triumph to 
move the’ gearshift over to the now 
required left side. The five speed unit is 
a pleasure to use as short urging 
movements of the left foot snick the 
gearbox through the offered gears. 
Overall ratios are 12.72, 9.05, 6.89, 
5.85 and 4.92 — all served up with 
assistance of a dry, single plate 
diaphragm clutch with a van type shock 
absorber. You'll have to play the old 


“let the clutch slip out a little” neutral 
discovery method because the little 
green neutral indicator light rarely 
comes on. Added to the starting system, 
the gearbox adds a second plus point to 
the Trident’s scorecard. 

Power is available in gobs from the 
740cc overhead valve engine which 
features steel lined alloy barrels that are 
bolted at the base to the crankcases. A 
one piece-four main bearing crankshaft 
is complimented by shell big end 
bearings and two shell intermediate 
bearings with a roller bearing on the 
timing side and a large ball bearing on 
the drive side. Gone is the triplex 
primary chain, replaced by a 
seven-sixteenth inch pitch duplex chain. 
A drive sprocket gear drives the oil 
pump by way of an idler gear. Unlike 
automobile starting systems, which 
feature a bendix gear, the Trident’s 
pre-engaged starter motor engages on a 
starter ring at the back of a Borg and 
Beck single plate clutch before it starts 
to rotate. The 9.5:1 compression ratio 
head is attached to the barrels by eight 
bolts running through the rocker boxes 
and head into the barrels. 














Ignoring the recommended break-in 
red line of 3,500 RPM for the first 500 
miles (we received the Trident with just 
over 400 miles showing on the 
odometer), we immediately played drag 
racer getting underway. Gone is the 
neck snapping low end power of the 
“old” triple, but gained is a lower RPM 
top end obtained via new gearing. 
Running with the standard 19 and 50 
tooth final drive sprockets, 4,000 RPM 
settled the speedometer needle on 70 
mph. At that point, one of our two 
major complaints surfaced. The steel 
mounted foot pegs begin to vibrate 
more than the combined efforts of 
1,000 Magic Fingers vibrating motel 
beds. Back off just a tad and away goes 
the tingle. Maybe a Trident owner was 


the major force behind the new lowered 
speed limit of 55 mph. Anyway, unless 
you’re CB radio equipped, you won’t be 
cruising for any great length of time at 
70, and at any speed under that the 
Trident is vibration free. 

The newly designed exhaust system 
has toned down the Trident’s sound. An 
entirely different sound quietly informs 
one and all that you are riding a 
multi-cylinder machine. We preferred 
the older sound, but do admit that the 
new system is quieter and thus will be 
easier to live with on long runs. 

Braking, as mentioned earlier, is 
faultless. With one easily correctable 
exception. The front brake pucks float 
freely and annoyingly chatter in their 
housing. Dick Bender, who has returned 


to Triumph in the capacity of service 
manager after a stint with Yamaha, 
suggested attaching small rubber pads 
above and below the pucks. Whatever, 
the tick-tick-tick will make you pull 
over on your first ride as you’ll think 
the sound is coming from the engine. 
The front brake’s fluid reservoir is 
mounted where you would expect it to 
be — on the right side of the handlebars. 
The rear brake’s reservoir is located 
under the seat. 

Instrumentation is top notch. A four 
position ignition/lights switch is 
centered between the 
speedometer/odometer/tripmeter pods 
and mounted on a plate which also 
holds a high beam indicator, and oil 
pressure warning light, a turn signal light 





indicator, and a hit-and-miss neutral 
indicator light. 

The left handlebar controls (we 
discussed the right side controls earlier) 
include a horn button, high and low 
beam headlight switch and a turn signal 
switch. 

A toggle switch on top of the 
headlight provides for either a running 
light, which goes on whenever the 
ignition switch is turned to the running 
position, or normal high/low beam 
lighting. The seven inch headlamp 
provided adequate illumination at 
normal speeds, but if you’re out to play 
road racer on a twisty black asphalt 
road at night — you'll need more 
candlepower. Like that provided by 
quartz iodine headlamps. 
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Right side of engine displays two starting methods.

The chain oiler which we mentioned 
in the initial paragraph of this test is a 
clever item. It may be left on all the 
time, but the recommended procedure 
is to turn it on at intervals and then shut 
it off — or shut it off and resort to chain 
spray. The on-off mechanism is reached 
by unscrewing the oil tank filler cap, 
which is located under the seat, and 
using the dipstick — screw in or out a 
small screw located at the top of the 
filler neck. 

To answer another omnipresent 
question that seems to surface when 
British bikes are discussed — no, the 
electrical system didn’t, as people in the 
motorcycle industry say, ‘‘Lucas.”’ All 
Lucas electrical equipment worked, 
period. (Don’t know if the neutral

light’s flakiness was a “Lucas” or not.) 

Triumph claims a dry weight of 493 
pounds, and when pushing the bike into 
a garage or whatever — it feels as if it 
weighs that much if not more. Once 
underway, though, the Trident belies 
the quarter of a ton figure. Handling has 
one quickly thinking “small bike.” Flip 
it — flop it, it handles — period. 

While the seat was judged as being 
too harsh, the suspension was 
mentioned in the same terms, but 
praised rather than criticized. There 
might be better interstate tourers — 
suspension wise — but they are only 
perhaps equals, mot superiors, in 
suspension when it comes to playing 
road racer on one’s favorite twisty two 
lane country road. Sure, you'll feel the 
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One of the Trident’s joys, straightening turns.

bumps, and even high expansion strips, 
but you'll also feel the road the way 
you want to feel it — knowledgeably. 

Semi-ape hanger handlebars were 
disliked at first, but proved to be 
acceptable after getting used to them. 
Still, we’d list new bars as one of the 
first things we’d change if we were to 
purchase a Trident. 

Everyone who rode the bike disliked 
the seat. For short cafe racer type runs 
it was fine, but on a long haul — well, 
buy some Preparation H. 

Our second major complaint is a real 
major. Price. The Triumph T160 
Trident carries a list price of $2,895. At 
that price it costs more — a lot more — 
than almost all of its competition. And 
only $100 less than Honda’ new 
1,000cc Gold Wing. 

An early °74 Trident retailed at 
$2,195, with that price rising to $2,495 
on late ’74. While there have been many 
improvements made to the new model, 
the most expensive being the electric 
starting system, $2,895 is too steep a 
price for the bike. 

Several dealers voiced the opinion 
that at $2,195 the Trident was a 
fantastic bargain. And at $2,495 a 
machine that one would have to weigh 
the plus and minus features against 
those of other machines before 
purchasing. But at the current price, a 
machine that would be passed up in 
most cases — by most consumers. 

In addition to the price problem, 
dealers also face the task of spending 
more than the normal amount of time 
in setting up a Trident for delivery toa 
customer. One Triumph dealer told us, 
“With proper assembly the Trident is a 
great bike. But as things stand, I have to 
spend five hours on a set-up. | charge 
the customer $100 for that work; he

should have received that service direct 
from the factory — free.” 

Anyone even remotely interested in 
the British marque has read about or 
heard of the recent shakeup in 
personnel at Triumph. One of those 
who switched from Yamaha told us, 
“We know we have a lot of hard work 
ahead of us if Triumph is to improve 
and grow. There are many procedures 
that must be instituted, improved or 
rectified. But then I wouldn’t have 
made the switch unless I believed in 
Triumph.” Believed in Triumph — 
perhaps that’s the key to the future of 
the firm. Triumph sits second only to 
Harley-Davidson in customer and dealer 
loyalty. Repeat sales are commonplace. 
One doesn’t sell a Triumph — one 
merely, in most cases, writes up the 
sales agreement after a customer walks 
into a dealership and says “Got a new 














Bonneville?” With the Bonneville 
currently unavailable, Triumph is 
hoping that the question will now end 
with “... Trident?” e

hical Marzocchi gas shock 


By John Huetter

dampers for 


motorcycles are not really a myth. 
They’re just a little hard to find in 
this country. The importer, Cos- 


mopolitan Motors, is hopefully 
changing that situation but it will 
still be some time before they are 
as common on this side of the 


Altantic as they are in Europe. 

“Over there” everybody is using 
them, mainly on motocross bikes but 
also for Two-Day Trial, street, and road 
racing. It seems like three out of four 
privateers at any European International 
motocross have the distinctive finned 
body Marzocchis bolted up to the rear 
of their scooter. Some factory riders 
also favor them. There are three very 
good reasons for their popularity. Most 
experience has shown that, of all the 
commercially available rear suspension 
units, the Marzocchi works, lasts, and 
seldom breaks. It may be the only 
non-factory gas damper that 
incorporates both of the major

approaches to damper design: increased 
fluid capacity and separation of fluid 
and compressible gas. Marzocchis are 
also made for an incredibly wide variety 
of racing machinery with a factory 
guide as to what damper to use if 
mounted in a conventional òr long 
travel rear suspension. 

The Marzocchi engineers have done 
their research before building this 
damper and the factory quality control 
is impressive, possibly because 
Marzocchi builds only motorcycle 
suspensions. Most suspension-builders 
handle everything from moped to 
eight-wheel truck shocks with emphasis 
on the four-wheel market — where the 
money is. Marzocchi, so far, is sticking 
with bikes. Their 220mm magnesium 
forks for MX are impressive units, too. 

The dampers themselves incorporate 
a nitrogen-charged rubber bladder at the 
top (or bottom, if they’re mounted 
correctly: inverted) of the remote 
reservoir which is attached to the main 
shock body. Depending . on the 





eye-to-eye length of the damper, the 
body is completely filled with 125, 130, 
or 135cc of Castrol-Girling shock fluid. 
The capacities are impressive when you 
note that most good-performing 
dampers contain 70-100cc of fluid. 
The body cavity and reservoir are 
completely filled eliminating all air 
space. Then, the shock is sealed and the 
gas compartment is charged with two 
atmospheres pressure. That’s about 29.4 
psi. It is the compression and return 
pressure of this rubberized gas bubble 
that allow for the fluid displacement 
when the damper is compressed and 
then forces the controlled return of the 
piston and rod. The fluid should be 
available now as “‘Castrol-Marzocchi”’ in 
this country, reformulated to Marzocchi 
specifications. 

This design differs from the other 
two primary design approaches. The 
Girling gas shock, as you'll probably 
remember, has nitrogen gas. bubbles 
charged directly into the damping fluid. 
The Bilstein, as another example, has a 
nitrogen gas section isolated from the 
fluid compartment by a floating seal. 
The Marzocchi approach is closest, in 
principle, to the Yamaha monoshock 
with the flexible membrane separating 
the gas and fluid. 

The Marzocchi approach eliminates 
the occasional problem of failure of the 
floating seal encountered with that 
design, and can rely on a more extensive 
body of knowledge concerning valving 
for fluids, as opposed to gas-charged 
fluids. The idea, in every case, is to keep 
the shock fluid from aereating and 
losing its damping properties. 

Perhaps the reason for the Marzocchis 
functional longevity, however, is the 
internal valving design that actually 
forces a circulation of the fluid into and 
out of the reservoir. Most reservoir, or 
added capacity, dampers that we can 
buy rely on faith and hope that the 
fluid is actually moving from the main 
shock body into the reservoir to be 
cooled and then, when cooled off, 
forced back into the piston operating 
area. 

Marzocchis have a system of three 
one-way valves built into the body and 
body-reservoir connecting passages that 
allow a measured amount of fluid to be 
pumped into the reservoir with each 
downstroke and a supposedly equal 
amount of radiator-cooled fluid to be 
drawn back into the main shock body 
with each upstroke. That’s really the 
only fluid reservoir system that makes 
any sense: one that assures an actual 
recirculating cooling cycle. 

Meanwhile, the separate nitrogen 
bladder is being compressed and 
expanded but, since being separate, it is 
also preventing aereation of the 
approximately 130cc of fluid. All of 
this is happening with components that 
may be the best ever seen on an 
Italian-built product. 

The shock shaft has been thickened 
and the material used upgraded to “‘the”’ 
best available since the original design 
came out a year ago. The bushings have 
been a major problem on most 
forward-mounted shocks. Marzocchi has 
designed, patented, and built some truly 
impressive bushings. They are called 
“Silentblok” for patent purposes and 
the raw materials for the construction 
of the bushings cost as much as those 
for the entire remainder of the damper. 
It sounds nit-picking, but those

deform-resistant bushings are one of the 
first things that riders with much LTR 
experience notice. They know it’s been 
a problem. 

All Marzocchis come with a little

stickie on the top of the reservoir. It is 
pasted around the rubber-covered 
threaded cover for the valve used for 
charging the gas bladder. All of them 
say “‘Marzocchi’’ and indicate that the 
shocks should be pressurized to 2 
Kg/cm2. If your metric conversion is a 
little rusty, or never was there in the 
first place, 1 Kg/cm? is about one 
atmosphere of pressure which translates 
to 14.7 psi. 

There is another number on the 
stickie: either one, two, or three. That 
indicates the degree of bump and 
rebound damping with “one” being the . 





lightest and “‘three” the firmest in feel. 
Most conventional shock mounting 
arrangements, or those with only slight 
forward mounting displacement, call for 
the “one” damping. Radical long travel 
suspension on 500cc class motocrossers, 


either cantilever or vertical, require 
“two” or, usually, “‘three” model 
damping. 


If you don’t have a nitrogen bottle in 
your garage, the gas bladders can be 
charged with air from the nearest pump. 
If you use air, you'll have a 79% 
nitrogen-charged shock. Damping feel of 
the shocks can be varied slightly by 
varying the pressure with which they're 
charged. Overcharging the gas bladder 
will make them too stiff, especially if 
the correct rate springs are already 
mounted. Bleeding out all the gas (air or 
nitrogen) will make them work like a 
normal non-gas shock, which should be 
no surprise. There is also the standard 
five-position adjustable cam for setting 
the spring pre-load. 

While the nominal shock travel is a 
“normal” 3.7 inches, the idea of the 
Marzocchi is that it can be mounted on 
frame and swingarm to provide rear 
wheel travel limited only by the 
parameters of your particular machine 
and still function for as long as you 
need it to. The only drawback noted so 
far in observing the factory assembly 
and racing use of these units is that 
they’re heavy. They are two and a half 
to three times as heavy as a gas-fluid 
Bilstein, for example. Marzocchis are 
normally mounted inverted on 
motocrossers to make as much of that 
weight as possible sprung. Note that the 
bottoms (tops) of the reservoirs are 
sharply angled to facilitate this inverted 
mounting on most frames. 

A big plus for these gas shocks is that 
they are rebuildable. Most of the others 
are not; at least not by the home 
mechanic. How long it will be until a 
rebuild is necessary will, of course, vary 
significantly from user to user. One 
rider has 10 International motocrosses 
on his Marzocchis without touching 
them. They're still working as they did 
when new — which was good. As a final 
bonus, they’re less expensive than some 
other gas-fluid dampers. Now, to get 
your hands on some for your LTR 
set-up... rea ‘ «8

States Moto-Cross Grand Prix 

is the sixth round in the World 

Moto-Cross Championship for 

the 500cc machines and comes 
at a stage in the championship when the 
battle for the title is very close between 
last year’s Champion, Heikki Mikkola 
and the man he toppled from the 
throne, Roger De Coster. 

Last year 40,000 peopie saw Gerritt 
Wolsink; a dentist from Holland, 
literally crash over the finish line to take 
the overall win against a field of top 
riders from thirteen nations.

The Grand Prix is sanctioned under 
international motorcycle rules by the 
Federation Internationale Motocycliste 
(F.1.M.) and the American Motorcycle 
Association (A.M.A.) and as it is 
America’s only World Championship 
500cc G.P. , it is observed very closely 
by its more experienced European 
counterparts. An F.I.M. representative, 
Monsieur Charles Dillen, travels every 
year from Belgium to officially observe 
the running ot tne Grand Prix. M. Dillen 
i has called the Hang Ten Grand Prix the 
best organized Grand Prix he has ever 
attended, so with these sort of 
compliments being paid, the future 
looks good for the Hang Ten Grand Prix 
and World Championship Moto-Cross in 

America. 

The HANG TEN UNITED STATES 
GRAND PRIX is the only chance that 
American fans have to see this class of 
World Championship Motocross racing 
and they come from all over the 
country and Europe by charter plane, 
car, motorcycle and by foot to see the 
world’s best motocross riders from 14 
nations battle it out under the 
California sun. They know there is no 
other racing like Grand Prix racing when 
Championship points are at stake. 








This year, the HANG TEN UNITED

following a double win by 

Belgium’s Roger De Coster in 
Finland last week that the chief 
protagonists face an unwanted 10,000 
mile trip into Russia before they cross 
the Atlantic for the American round of 
the series, the HANG TEN UNITED 
STATES GRAND PRIX at Carlsbad 
Raceway, California. 

Earlier in the season De Coster 
(World Champion three times in 
succession in 1971/2/3) and the man 
who deposed him last year, Heikki 
Mikkola of Finland, had decided to 
boycott the Russian round of the 
Championship along with a number of 
other top-liners, 

Now, however, the battle between 
these two has hotted up to the extent 
that neither really dare take the chance 
of leaving the Russian round out of 
their schedule even though it means a 
long trek into the Soviet Union for 
relatively little reward. 

In Finland last week De Coster won 
both of the 45 minute points races with 
Mikkola second in each. Thus, the Finn 
retains his Championship lead with 76 
points but De Coster, after languishing 
in fourth place because of a string of 
bad luck, has narrowed the gap and sits 
in second with a 57 point tally. 

In third is a former winner of the 
HANG TEN GRAND PRIX, Ake 
Jonsson. The Swede has had a dismal 
couple of seasons since his Carlsbad win 
late in 1972 but 1975 seems to be his 
comeback year. He was a strong third 
overall in Finland and now sits third in 
Championship standings with 48 points. 

At any Championship event there are 
two separate races, each carrying 15 
points for the winner. So the margin 
between Mikkola, De Coster and 
Jonsson is a slim one indeed 
particularly as they all list Carlsbad as 
one of their favorite tracks on the entire 
Championship trial.

the States to chase his Championship 
dream on the incomparably-tougher 
European Grand Prix trail.

he score or so_of dedicated

CALISTOGA, CALIF., JUNE 1 

Not since Eddie Mulder won here 
six years ago, have the AMA 
professionals put on a show at the 
Calistoga Fairgrounds. Power 
track conditions, riders not familiar 
with the long straightaways and short 
tight turns, made for some bad crashes 
early in the day. Experienced racers like 
national 48 Pat McCaul, (nearly 
breaking his Triumph in half) exploded 
eight hay bales with his body. Novice 
riders, crashing four at a time into the 
fence, gave an indication how the races 
would turn out. 

Fast time was set by Dan McWhorter, 
a Junior, at 26.32. Following Dan by a 
few ticks of the clock was another 
Junior Steve Eklund. 

Novices had a hard road as they ran 
qualifying heats and regular heats to see 
who would transfer to the Main. 
Restarts happened in all the Novice 
heats, with one or more riders going 
down in the first turn every time. Vince 
Mead, on his City Cycle Yamaha, easily 
won the first heat for Novices, with no 
pressure from anyone.

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Maybe better than we deserve

The 


question that used to be 


asked about almost any built-for 


competition 


motorcycle 


was 


“How much power does it have?” 


The frequency and relevance of 
this question has been superseded 
by “How much does it weigh?”; 
then “How much suspension trav- 
el is there?” and, most recently, “Yeah, 
but how close is it, really, to the works 
bikes?” 

Until two years ago, that last 
question wasn’t at all common because 
you knew that the factory riders rode 
some kind of bike that had the same 
name as the one you could buy at the 
dealer’s but, often enough, that was all 
that was the same. Montesa was the one 
who changed that with one bold stroke: 
the 250cc VR motocrosser. 

But with that move: bringing’ what 
was probably the first true works replica 
motocrosser into mass production, 
Montesa opened a Pandora’s box for 
themselves. When one manufacturer 
brought a racing bike from the Grand 
Prix tracks into the showrooms, all the 
others had to get theirs into production 
to stay competitive on the track, and in 


sales. 


Healthy competition? Yes. More 








expensive motorcycles? You bet. A 
great deal more bike than most 
would-be buyer-riders really need? 
Almost certainly. One result is that with 
the advent of the 1975 season, Montesa 
doesn’t have the only bike around that 
was on the GP tracks the season before. 
It is to the continuing credit of 
whoever’s making the decisions at 
Montesa-Esplugas (and, of course, a 
continuing part of their racing tradition) 
that the latest edition of the Cappra 
250, termed V-75, is an only subtly 
altered copy of the machine 50,000 
people watched Raymond Boven ride to 
a first moto win in the Spanish 250 GP 
— ahead of 1973 World Champ Hakan 
Andersson and 1974 World Champ 
Gunnady Moiseev. That was in 1974. 
Boven’s Montesa had 
cantilever-mounted gas-oil dampers laid 
down to provide six and a half inches, 
or more, of rear axle travel. So does the 
Montesa V-75 you can buy this year: 
the first production 250 to be available 
with this style and type of rear 
suspension. Boven’s bike had

provided around eight inches of travel, 
depending on the oil viscosity, spring 
rate, etc. selected. So does the V-75. 
Boven’s bike had (and has) a small rotor 
Motoplat electronic ignition. So does 
the V-75. Boven’s bike had a 1.7 gallon 
low profile tank, white nylon fenders, 
an enormous Twin Air foam filter 
behind plastic side number plates, and a 
slightly modified VR frame. So does the 
V-75. This is in 1975. 

What the V-75 doesn’t have is the 
miniature lower end of the works bikes 
and the attendant development 
problems, or the unique place in the 
motocross sales market enjoyed for 
some time by the old VR. What it 
means to you, among other things, is 
that you can pay a bargain $1595 (list 
price) and find out what it was like to 
ride last year’s works bike. If you were 
good enough to need this year’s works 
bike, you’d be on it. This confluence of 
events may never happen again during 
the time you and I are riding dirt bikes, 
but right now for a few seasons, the 
factory and production machines are as 
like each other as they can be. 

Let’s go back for a few paragraphs to 
that litany of “relevant” questions that 
are used to determine the worth of a 
racer by most folks. (Remember, most 
of what we think we know about 
motorcycles is not from our own 
personal experience. It’s how much you 
want to believe the words and 
interpretations of others.) 


“How much power does it have?” 


The 1974 production run of 246cc 
engine Montesa motocrossers had more 








examples than not that turned 30 very 
real horsepower at the rear wheel. Even 
though dynos do lie, or at least, mislead, 
the consistency of such a power 
breakthrough on a production machine 
cannot ever be dismissed or underrated. 
Most examples of the V-75 develop rear 
wheel horsepower of 29 to 29.5. If you 
paid some attention to matching the 
ports, though not altering them; putting 
your jetting spot on, and all like that, 
30 to 31 are available right away. But 
the V-75 has a nicer surprise for the 
rider. That horsepower is spread out 
over still more RPM. One former pro 
rider felt that the V-75 had the broadest 
powerband of any of the current 250 
racers. 

There’s not much, if anything, 
coming out of the crate that can stay 
with it in a drag race to the first turn. 
Start from the gate in second gear and 
keep shifting. -Use the nifty 80-degree 
turn quick throttle (another item lifted 
from the works bikes) to near 
maximum. It’s really that basic. 

Most riders on most courses will be 
able to go faster with the stock pipe and 
motor running 25:1 ratios of pre-mix 
than they will with fiddling or 
modification. The engine provides 
enough go as it stands to win most any 
250 class this side of a National 
motocross. In actual experience, a 
standard V-75 will run with heavily 
breathed-on works 250s. It may not 
beat them, but it won’t be disgraced. 


“How much does it weigh?” 
Well, in terms of absolute dry weight. 
the Montesa is the heaviest Spanish-built

but then 


250 motocrosser you can buy. Which 
means it’s about the third lightest 250 
motocrosser you can buy. OSSA claims 
197 pounds dry; Bultaco, 204; Montesa 
210; all with reasonable accuracy based 
on the ever-faithful bathroom scale. What 
those figures really mean is that weight 
distribution, how much gas you put in 
the tank for a moto, and the muddiness 
of the course will make more difference 
than any dry weight difference over a 
13 pound range. 

This lack of heavy is achieved, in 
part, through use of a partial 
chrome-molybdenum steel frame. The 
Montesa could be even lighter probably 
with total chrome moly chassis but this 
is more expensive and more difficult to 
weld under production conditions. Also, 
the frame has nice, thick-walled tubing 
and heavy, intelligent gusseting. You 
might be able to shave a few pounds in a 
re-design to no particular advantage and 
risk frame cracking. The V-75 frame, 
including the swingarm, is pleasantly 
flex-free and unbreaking. 

Lightness is further strived toward 
through the clever use of beautifully 
functional white mylon fenders, a 
waterproof plastic airbox accessed by 
numberplate removal, and ridgeless 
Akront alloy rims. There are other 
reasons for these components besides 
lightweight honors awards. The fenders 
are going to be extremely difficult to 
damage. (We've stopped saying 
“unbreakable” about anything.) The 
airbox keeps most of the outside 
environment in solid or liquid form 
away from the biggest Twin Air foam 
filter yet seen. Without actually having a 
volumetric flowmeter, one can suppose 
that carburetor breathing is not 
restricted — at all. The new Akronts are 
heavier gauge, more anti-ding, and stay 
rounder longer. 

“How much suspension travel 
is there?” 

Hooboy, golly, and wow. Lots. 
Montesa has modified the internals of 
the excellent Betor forks as they come 
from the Betor works so that, with 
stock springs and about 200cc of the 
correct viscosity fluid for your weight 
and riding, most V-75s attain an honest 
7.85, call it eight, inches of front fork 
travel. It is the best-feeling travel of any 
dimensions on any motocross machine 
ridden so far including others with 
Betors on them. No oil seeped from 
under the distinctive black rubber boots 
that shroud the tubes of these excellent 
forks. The accordion-pleated boots serve 
to keep grit and grunge from attacking 
the fork seals. That’s one reason they 
don’t leak and generally go longer 
between replacement. 

The increased suspension extends, 
naturally, to the rear axle. The Betor 
gas-fluid dampers are cantilevered to 
provide about six and a half inches of 
rear axle travel. They are normally

mounted with the gas reservoirs at the 
top to save a couple of pounds of 
unsprung weight. These dampers are an 
enigma. They should work excellently 
based on the design and their apparent 
damping behavior when studied off the 
bike. Im fact, performance varied 
significantly from shock to shock. For 
as yet undetermined reasons, rebound 
damping faded past the point of 
comfort or critical control after racing 
approximately 15-30 minutes, 
depending on the roughness of the 
track. The dampers appear to be 
oversprung with the standard 140 Ib./in. 
springs. 

Betor gas shocks work as great as 
they should until they stop working. 
Unfortunately, there is as yet no history 
for these damping units that might 
indicate what the necessary 
modifications might be. Betor suggests 
gas pressures of 88-90 psi. Lower 
pressures seem to be required for more 
progressive rebound. Springs with a 120 
Ib./in. rate will work better for many 
riders than the 140 lb./in. coils that 
arrive with the Betors. All of the riders 
involved in the Montesa test weighed 
about 180 pounds fully clad in their 
natty riding costumes. Perhaps different 
spring rates will be required for less 
substantial racers or those with different 
riding manners. 

The cantilevered Betors do a first 
class job of keeping the rear wheel on 
the ground over every kind of rotten 
stuff without any of the rear end 
pitch-up encountered with some LTR 
suspensions. That is, again, until they 
stop working correctly. Then the 
seemingly undamped 140 springs pound

your body hard. Quality control on the 
shocks still appears to be spotty. Two 
30-minute motos under an admittedly 
abusive Expert produced hairline cracks 
in the top mounting eye of one of the 
four shocks used. The Montesa frame 
itself appears sufficiently and 
intelligently boxed and gussetted to 
withstand such pounding. 

It is the increased travel of the 
suspension that is responsible for most 
of the change in riding feel and 
requirements on the new Montesa. The 
V-75 sits higher than previous 250 
Cappras, with 10 inches of ground 
clearance. One effect is that where the 
VR had directional tracking stability 
second to none, the V-75 has a slight 
tendency to oversteer. It is a tendency 
that will probably be detected only by 
top experts and pros, however. Attuning 
slower reflexes to the lightness and 
responsiveness of the excellent Montesa 
front end will be the major adjustment 
by most riders. 

One very positive aspect of this newly 
emphasized behavior is that the V-75 
will turn under just about anything. It is 
quick in the turns and demands quick 
thinking from the racer. You must pay 
attention to where you put the front 
end. Replacing the front Pirelli 3.00 X 
21 tire with a Barum or Trelleborg will 
immediately provide more confidence 
and room for error. 

Like most of the other LTR 
suspension machinery, the V-75 is not 
the consummate slider of yesteryear. It 
wants to be driven vertically into a 
corner at a very high rate of speed, 
squared off quicker than you might 
believe possible, and driven vertically

Montesa started it all 


out of the corner. As the requirement to 
go faster and produce lower lap times 
over cobby terrain has increased, some 
of the physical sensations that make 
riding a bike fun have changed. It may 
not be as much fun but it really is 
faster. Progress has its price. In a 
straight line from corner to corner you 
never have to back off the throttle. This 
is where seven and eight inches of 
suspension travel truly justifies itself. 


“Yeah, but how close is it 


really to.the works bikes?” 

With the exception of the one-off 
R&D machines sometimes prepared for 
Raymond Boven, the V-75 is the bike 
that the works-supported Montesa riders 
compete with. You can’t get closer than 
that. The riders may modify. suspension, 
grips, handlebars, and such items to suit 
their personal preferences just as you 
and I do, but that is really about it. 
Even including Boven’s bikes, the frame 
is the same, the configuration and type 
of forks are the same, the excellent 
Montesa semi-conical hubs and brakes 
are the same. The “bean” tank and new 
seat with increased padding are the 
same. Works Montesas appeared this 
season with gas shocks by Betor, 
Marzocchi, or Bilstein on the rear; all of 
which come on the V-75 or are 
purchaseable by the American privateer. 

Where the production V-75 engine is 
built for reliability at around 30 rear 
wheel horsepower, some of the works 
bikes are not. The basic motor can be 
tweaked for a  four-six horsepower 
increase to match the works bikes but 
the factory knows that it must then be 
inspected and rebuilt after every race. 
They also know that most privateers 
aren’t likely to do this. But don’t feel 
cheated. Twenty-nine to 30 horses on 
the ground is more than you normally 
use or, in most cases, can ever use. 


A bike with the potential to go as fast 


as the Montesa must also stop quickly 
and positively or the advantage of speed 
is lost. You’ll make more passes on most 
motocross courses by outbraking your 
opponent than by outspeeding him. The 
brakes in Montesa’s unique and effective 
hubs are all you need and more. The 
front binder is predictable, progressive 
and could be a new favorite in 
motocross front brakes. The only 
complaint, which was resolved by 
simple pedal adjustment in the case of 
one rider, was that the rear brake was 
too strong. Even with its cable 
operation, it locked up a few times until 
the freshly cleaned brake shoes bedded 
in. Then both brakes felt incredibly 
strong and fade-free. 

One hot set-up is to chamfer the 
leading outside edges of the rear brake 
shoes to make that brake feel more 
progressive. Both stoppers also work 
when wet. They set a standard for other 
MX bike builders to shoot for.

Desert racing in 
the crucible 


The future of desert racing has 
been tossed up in the air by two 
recent decisions, and no one seems 
to know for sure just where it’s 
going to land. 

First in line, chronologically, 
was the decision of the San 
Bernardino County Supervisors to 
get involved in land use — to put a 
controlling hand in organized events 
within San Bernardino county. The 
logic behind this decision is that the 
Bureau of Land Management approves 
individual race permits internally, i.e. 
without public input. 

To rectify this, it was proposed that 
the county form a land use plan of their 
own, zoning certain areas for recreation 





and others for preservation, and invite 
public input into this planning stage. 

Once the zoning is established, a 
sponsor would have to obtain a 
“carnival permit.” After paying a $55 
filing fee, the sponsor would need 
approval from the Sheriff, the Planning 
Department, the Marshall, the Fire 
Warden, Department of Building and 
Safety, Health Department and Air 
Pollution Control Board. 

Any one of these departments can 
add restrictions at will. 

The logic eludes me. First the land 
will be zoned and public input will be 
encouraged. The BLM has already done 
this on an interim basis, and is in the 
process of completing final land use 
plans, inviting public input at every 
stage. Second, use permits will be 
granted internally, not by one office, 
but by several separate offices. 

The proposed changes make no 
pretense of solving the problem cited by 
the county as reason for becoming 
involved — the county will be approving 
permits internally, but on a much more 
uncoordinated procedure than the BLM 
uses. 

As an initial step, the San Bernardino 
County Supervisors asked their county 
Environmental Improvement Agency to 
prepare a report on the 1974 Barstow to 
Vegas race. 

The first section of the report devotes 
24 pages to the Air Pollution people. 
With an elaborate system of 
complicated formulae and mason jars, 
they have proved beyond the shadow of 
a doubt that a great deal of dust was 
kicked up. There is no mention to be 
found of the effects of this dust. 

Analogy: If a child walks along the 


What was that saying about “Hanging together...” 


desert, digs a foot into the sand and 
kicks, the dust may settle without ever 
having affected anything. If the sand, 
however, completely buries a small 
plant, to some small degree there is an 
effect upon the environment. But if this 
same footful of dust lands on your 
cookstove, ruining the steaks and 
polluting a pot of coffee, the effect is 
considerable. 

Nowhere in the report does the Air 
Pollution staff indicate even an 
awareness of varying effects. To give 
them credit, though, I must say their 
proof that dust was created seemed 
conclusive. 

The second section of the report is 
compiled by the San Bernardino County 
Planning Department, and notes these 
“problems:” dust, traffic congestion on 
dirt roads, shortage of gasoline in some 
Barstow service stations, and increased 
trade at restaurants along the way. They 
further note that satisfctory cleanup 
was in progress at the start and camping 
area, but that “no evidence indicated 
that other areas would be cleaned.” 

Come on, San Gabriel M.C.! The least 
you could have done would have been 
to provide some evidence! Perhaps 
billboards could have been installed for 
the convenience of county staff who 
wanted to go home and write their 
report. They would then have their 
“evidence” to indicate cleanup without 
having to stick around and see for 
themselves. 

The County Health Department had 
only three complaints: too much dust; 
rumors of one camper selling food 
without a permit, and lack of sanitary 
facilities. 

To, correct these three problems they 














have presented no less than seven 
recommendations, each involving 
discussion, investigation, conferences, 
monitoring — it reads very much like 
the basis for staff and budget increases. 

The question of sanitary facilities pop 
up frequently. A race sponsor provides 
only a few portable toilets and no 
water, but self-contained camping units 
(common to desert recreationists) 
provide dozens of chemical toilets and 
hundreds of gallons of water. Marge 
Jenkins, 6718 Ensign, North Hollywood 
91605, is compiling figures on campers. 
If you'll mail her a list of self-contained 
units in your club, and include 
registration numbers, we’ll have this 
information ready. 

On May 5 the County Supervisors 
were ready to review the Barstow-Vegas 
report. Dennis Crawford, San Gabriel 
M.C., had been invited to answer 
questions, þut the supervisors had not 
reviewed the report in time, and 
Supervisor James Mayfield, chief 
proponent of county interference, was 
absent. 

Crawford explained the restrictions 
already imposed on recreationists by the 
BLM, described the myriad of 
mitigating measures required for this 
particular race, and explained the 
excellent cooperation with those special 
requirements, as reported in the BLM 
evaluation report. 

Ike Eastvold, Society for California 
Archeology took the microphone to 
expound on his great love for the desert, 
described the rich cultural resources of 
the desert (evidence of man’s use of the 
desert in past decades) and deplored 
man’s current use of the desert. 
Eastvold then helpfully cited several 
county regulations which could be used 
to prevent organized events. 

But by this time, Judge William Jones 
had rendered a decision in a suit 
brought by the National Wildlife 
Federation. The decision raised more 
questions than it answered, and has 
created something of an uproar. 

Judge Jones ruled that the Bureau of 
Land Management acted unlawfully in 
opening 450 million acres of federal 
land to unrestricted use of recreational 
vehicles. He further ordered the BLM to 
produce new regulations limiting the use 
of the vehicles. 

Very clear. Except the BLM has been 
working on a set of regulations 
controlling ORV use for three years, 
and has not opened vast acres to 
indiscriminate use. On the contrary, the 
interim management plan closed vast 
areas which were previously 
unrestricted. 

On the surface, the judge’s ruling 
seems to require the BLM to do just 
what they have been doing — formulate 
land use plans and develop regulations 
to enforce proper use of the desert. 

Del Vail, Riverside District Manager, 
sees three courses open to the BLM in 
Washington, D.C. They could appeal the 
decision; they could rewrite the 
regulations in accordance with the 
intent of Judge Jones’ decision when 
that intent is made clear; or they can 
continue as they have been. 

Vail reports that his office has had no 
indication of what will be done to 
clarify the matter; for the time being, 
they are conducting business as usual. 

He also reports Supervisor Mayfield 
was in error when he quoted Vail as 
saying that no permits would be issued 
until clarification can be obtained. 

Meanwhile, San Bernardino County 
Supervisors have tabled the whole issue 
of county control. On top of the 
confusion caused by Judge Jones’ 
decision, there is no agreement on the 
legality of county control over federal 
lands within the county boundaries. 

Hope none of Cycle News’ readers 
turned to this column for answers to the 
present quandary! Try as I might, I can 
find nothing but questions and 


confusion. K %

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Beyond 


Lincoln-the 
next move 
is OUTS 


It’s been about a month since our 
brief encounter with East Kawa- 
bungaland (professionally known 
as the Lincoln, Nebraska Kawasaki 
plant). Still digesting it all, I can 
get really discouraged that out of 
some 10 million motorcyclists in 
these United States, we couldn’t 


have distilled a few hundred with the 
foresight, professional skill and financial 
horsepower to have done something 
similar before this. Instead, we had to 
wait for some very astute Japanese to 
team with some equally astute 
manufacturing professionals (non-riders, 
at that!) to show us how. 

Maybe I’m being unfair to “my 
fellow Americans”; the Seventies, so far, 
has been a rough decade for people with 
vision. At first it seemed the ground was 
ripe for plowing, especially after Nixon 
started the first round of dollar 
devaluations. 

Being on the road to making 
imported goods more expensive and 
domestic stuff more price-competitive, 
it seemed that anyone who could have 
seen the handwriting on the wall could 
have made a killing at the expense of 
the auto industry when the Arab oil 
embargo hit. Not so, for a number of 
reasons. 

One was the credit crunch that hit 
about the time people were getting ideas 
about a hypothetical Great American 
Motorcycle. It seemed every industry in 
the world was borrowing money and 
driving interest rates out of sight. A 
good business rule of thumb is, if you 
borrow money, invest that money in a 
project that will return you double that 
rate of interest in profit. With prime 
corporations being asked to pay 12 
percent annually for money, that meant 
looking for a 24-25 percent return. In 
the past, businesses often went ahead 
with projects that could be expected to 
return 15-20 percent and accept the 
normal amount of risk that goes with 
any business gamble. In an era when the 
world seemed to be coming unglued, to 
commit big money to motorcycles 
would have taken a financier with a cast 
iron jock. 

Another hassle was shortages. With all 
that borrowed money, industry was 
buying everything in sight. The auto, 
appliance, and construction industries 
were gobbling up steel, copper, plastics, 
aluminum and rubber (not to mention 





oil and gas) so fast that suppliers of 
these things had to flat turn down new 
customers. Same thing applied to heavy 
production machinery. You were a new 
firm and needed raw materials? Tough, 
old customers came first. You needed 
an aluminum diecasting? Come back in 
two years, we're servicing existing 
accounts only. New machinery was on a 
two year backlog and rising. Then the 
oil embargo hit, and the first thing to 
dry up was plastics (a lot of existing 
goodiemakers felt that one). Yup, 
plastics are made from oil. With that, a 
vicious cycle was just beginning, and 
most businessmen with ideas decided to 
ride this one out. Ideas could wait. 

Then there was the government in its 
many forms. OSHA, the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act, was turning the 
workplace upside-down. (As a 
production engineer for two firms during 
this period, I got to savor this particular 
boondoggle first-hand.) Again, damn 
few individuals had the hair to design 
new plants or new workstations, 
knowing some civil servant could come 
in, shut them down, and force them to 
do a job over (realizing that all this time 
another part of the company is trying to 
develop a virgin market for a product 
that can’t be produced because of the 
hassles). Wait and see for a year or two, 
until this thing settles down... 

As to the anti-pollution regulations 
for industry, a prospective motorcycle 
builder could live with them with 
respect to his own plant. The kind of 
pollution-control technology needed for 
an assembly and light fabrication plant 
was pretty well set. But there was a 
nastier angle that still hasn’t been 
resolved — the future of the two-stroke 
engine. 

According to current methods of 
measurement, two-stroke emissions are 
two to five times as bad as four-stroke 
emissions on most counts. Both the 
State of California and the Federal EPA 
are about to write the two-stroke out of 
existence. If you believe that’s not 
possible, then watch Yamaha, Suzuki 
and Kawasaki scramble to put 
four-stroke street bikes on the market. 

That’s a setback to many would-be 
builders, since a two-stroke single is by 
far the easiest thing in the world to 
design and build from scratch. Now, in 
addition to a basic piston, rod and crank 
assembly, all of which are relatively 
simple, there’s got to be a cam, valve 
gear, and high-pressure lubrication, none 
of which are all that simple. So 
everybody who was doing their 
homework on two-strokes is now 
waiting for the other shoe to drop and 
meanwhile re-doing their homework on 
four-strokes. 

Right now, you’re thinking, “Build 
engines. in this country? That’s 
impossible.” Bunk. There’s nothing so 
awe-inspiring about a motorcycle 
engine, even a four-stroke multi is 


simple as a stone axe, compared to some 
of the products of our technology. The 


puzzle is making the pieces come 
together at an acceptable price in an era 
when the government is hauling the 
economy in 10 different directions at 
once. 

Take crankshafts, for instance. Any 
speed parts shop in Southern California 
can hog an acceptable crankshaft out of 
steel billet. That’s if you don’t mind 
taking an 80 pound billet to make a 20 
pound crank and watching the scrap 
processor haul away 60 pounds of chips. 
Not to mention, it takes a long time, 
and good machinists can still practically 
write their own wage. 

So a good crankshaft should of 
necessity be struck in a set of forging 
dies (we’re assuming a one-piece crank 
here), drilled for lubrication, rough 
machined, process hardened, and its 
journals finish ground. There are plenty 
of good job shops that will do this in 
convenient production batches. Same 
goes for splined shafts and gears. 
Different shop, though (usually). 
Trouble is, until the car business started 
to dry up, forge and process hardening 
shops were among those that were the 
most swamped. Seems that at the same 
time demand for their product was 
rising, the government was snuffing the 
more marginal ones on pollution and 
safety (OSHA, again) grounds. 

Same thing was happening to the 
aluminum foundry industry, only 
worse. And they’re the ones you'd go 
for heads, cylinder barrels, and lower 
end cases, not to mention hubs, fork 
sliders and triple clamps. Begin to see 
now why everybody’s been laying low? 

Yet there’ that  red-and-white 
Kawasaki plant, sitting out there by the 
Lincoln jetport saying, “Chin up, 
America, you can do it.” So how, and 
why, did they embark in the face of all 
the hassles? 

In business, it’s sometimes smart to 
move in while everyone else is laying 
low. Kawasaki already had a stone-axe 
four-stroke twin; felt they were ready to 
meet all government regs, present or 
foreseen; and saw the other pieces of 
the puzzle coming together. So they 
moved. 

I noticed something else they had 
going for them at the plant opening 
reception, a semi-secret sign of the 
tremendous financial leverage of a big 
corporation. You see, if you already 
have money, you often don’t have to 
spend it, because people always seem 
anxious to lend you money instead. The 
place was crawling with bankers who 
had helped underwrite the Lincoln 
operation, thus keeping the actual 
transfer of cash from Japan to the U.S. 
at a minimum. That helped. 

Two things made their move 
especially timely, and I want to come 
down hard on these, because they have 
a real bearing on the rest of the 
would-be American motorcycle industry 
which is still kicking about in the 
womb, so to speak. 

One is the fact that having the 
American auto industry, home 
applicance industry and construction 
industry all go collectively belly-up at 
once has just about freed up all the 
overstrained network of vendors and 
raw material suppliers that stood in the 
road before. Instead of “Don’t call us, 
we'll call you when we’re not so busy,” 
its “We can do business, but it’s going 
to cost.” That’s an improvement. Some 
suppliers are simply shutting down in an 
effort to hold prices up, but the 
capacity is still there, sleeping fitfully, 
waiting to be used. 

The other factor is the oil crunch. If 
we were made uneasy by the Arab oil 
embargo, the Japanese were (still are) 
panic-stricken. They import 99 percent 
of their oil needs, and they had to 
bargain desperately with the Arabs to 
get what they have, now. Small wonder, 
then, that with our vendor situation 
freeing up to the point where it’s almost 
reasonable to do business again, they 
would seek to shift some of their 
production out of the country as a 
hedge against the future. 

For if it comes to another crunch, 
we'll respond in this country by raising 
the price of everything and laying off 


maybe 20 percent of our workforce, but 
we'll still be functioning (plus the sale 
of street bikes ought to get another 
hype out of it). If it happens to them, 
they'll have about 90 days to shut down 
their entire industrial complex and turn 
everybody out into the rice paddies. It’s 
that bad. I once complained I had no 
shoes until I met a man who had no 
feet... 

Let’s go one step further with this 
oil/energy thing. The Germans and the 
Italians have some native coal to fall 
back on, but otherwise the Arabs have 
them over the same barrel (75 percent 
of their imports) as the Japanese. The 
British have their own North Sea oil, so 
they sit relatively fat. Now chew on all 
this for a moment, then tell me — in a 
world in which OPEC can double and 
redouble the price of oil at will; in 
which the automobile has hit its high 
watermark; in which millions of 
consumers worldwide will have to 
choose between a motorcycle, Shank’s 
Mare and public transit; in which 
Detroit, slowly floundering off towards 
the tarpits, is releasing thousands of 
skilled assembly workers into a loose 
economy; and in which three of the 
most important motorcycle-building 
nations in the world stand to go tits-up 
come the next Arab-Israeli war — who 
in hell is going to build all those 
motorcycles? 

You guessed it Daddy— even though 
we might be in the middle of the most 
Gawd-awful depression of all time, it’s 
going to be us (spelled U.S.), because 
everybody else is going to be worse off. 
And, I might add, the few who are 
finding work and getting fat while 
everybody else is starving, will be 
building motorcycles. 

So get ready. I submit that there is no 
reason for a motorcycle enthusiast with 
a valid production work skill to 
continue to work at some dumb job he 
cordially hates for money to spend on 
motorcycles. What has been missing is a 
“skills pool” — an information file 
containing the resumes of hundreds 


(hopefully thousands) of hard-core 
bikers who also happen to -be 
machinists, assemblers, draftsmen, 
production controllers, engineers, 


middle managers, line foremen, market 
analysts, industrial buyers, corporate 


lawyers, contract specialists, press 
operators, material handlers, 
warehousemen, loaders, automation 


experts, floor grunts, drivers, whatever. 
The very existence of such a file would 
be a powerful force for the creation of 
an enthusiast owned/operated 
motorcycle factory, a la Bultaco. We've 
got one last chance, while the myopic 
moguls of Grosse Pointe (or wherever) 
are still groping to find their way, and 
while Honda, Yamaha and Suzuki are 
still sitting on a pin, trying to decide if 
Kawasaki did the right thing. For in 
time, GM, Ford and Chrysler will get in 
the business, and not long after that you 
can expect them to cozy up with their 
buddies at the D.O.T. and EPA (don’t 
think they don’t have them) to screw 
the market around so nobody else can 
enter it. 

If that ever happens, it’s as much 
our fault as anybody’s, because for the 
next two years at least, motorcycling 


enthusiasts can step in behind 
Kawasakis lead and make = an 
independent American motorcycle 


industry snowball. So how about it? Do 
we let the Japanese and Detroit divvy 
up the pie without us? 

Having more imagination than good 
sense, I'll stick my neck out and offer to 
create a “skills pool” file, open for 
inspection and copying by any 
individual or corporation with a Great 
American Motorcycle project and a 
need to tap enthusiast riders as a willing 
job market. 

So send me a resume, and make it a 
good one. I won’t promise you a bloody 
thing, but if we all luck out, someday 
when you least expect it, you’ll get a 
phone call (as I did some two years ago 
from Sharon Clayton) from someone 
who says, “I want to talk to you about 
a job.” Could you dig it?

DESERT SURVIVAL MANUAL 


One of the thrills of owning a 
race bikes finding its faults on the 


way tothesmoke bomb. 


By William T. Del Hagen and Darold B. Cummings 


Since few bikes are designed for 
desert racing, each rider is faced 
with his own development project, 
usually on a break-it and fix-it 


basis. Like a lot of racers in the 
250 class, we decided to develop 
the Elsinore into a desert bike, 
because its basic design offered 
light weight, good power, and 
high-speed handling. Based on personal 
experience with four Elsinores and 
advice from other riders, we have put 
together this guide for improving 
reliability, comfort, and performance. 
We can’t guarantee you'll become the 
terror of the 250 class, but at least you 
can prepare your bike to finish well, 
race after race. 


Power train 

Let’s start with the engine. The 
Elsinore comes with plenty of peaky 
power for the average Novice, a 
vulnerable pipe, and a few built-in 





weaknesses. Our advice is not to fool 
with the insides unless you can run your 
bike WFO all the time; what you need 
instead is a motor that provides 
tractable power, and will last under 
sustained high-temperature conditions. 

Start tuning with 148 or 150 main 
jets and run the needle in the mid — (of 
five) position. Gold palladium plugs, 
such as Champion N-3G and NGK 
B9EV, or standard plugs, such as NGK 
B9ES or AC 42XL, are recommended. 
If the main jet and timing are set right, 
but the engine still detonates in the 
upper mid-range, try one of the special 
needles made by Al Baker specifically 
for curing this problem. 

‘The power comes on quite suddenly 
because of the large ports and no 
flywheel effect. The addition of a good 
muffler (Trapp — $15 or J&R/Krizman 


$29.95), with no other changes, will 
smooth out the power band with little 
or no expense to the top end. Weld, 
repeat weld, the muffler in place, as no 
other method works reliably for racing. 
If the bike is still too peaky for your 
style of riding the MT alternator can be 
adapted to increase the flywheel effect 
(and run lights if you want), or a special 
two pound flywheel is available from Al 
Baker. 

If the low pipe is retained, it should 
be protected from rock damage. Bash 
plates (about $25) are available, but a 
large rock can still crumple the pipe and 
plate. A better method is reinforcing the 
pipe itself. Tom Sawyer Honda has 
developed the design shown [Fig. 1] 
which has worked quite well. Welding 
should cost about $30 — $40. If you use 
the reinforced pipe, the extra weight 
will stretch the springs on hard landings 
allowing the pipe to pop off the 
cylinder. You can prevent this by 
doubling all the springs on the pipe, 
using the extra loops and a second 
exhaust flange bracket [ Fig. 2]. For the 
same reason, the upper rear muffler 
support will fatigue and crack unless 
some rubber doughnuts are added on 
either side to give it some play. This is 
best done by drilling straight through 
the frame and using a three-eighth inch 
aircraft bolt (available from Earl’s 

















Supply) with an elastic nut. 

The best solution to all these 
low-pipe problems is to chuck it and 
buy an up-pipe. This will save roughly 
six pounds over the reinforced pipe, and 
ground clearance is increased three and 
one-half inches. Pipes are available from 
both Al Baker ($90) and DG Enterprises 
($70). The Baker installation kit, which 
also includes a new number plate, will 
require some cutting and welding of the 
frame. This allows the pipe to fit 
snuggly under the tank so you won't 
burn your leg. 

On the intake side, throw away the 
stock fuzzy filter and get a Filtron. It 
has a better sealing arrangement and 
more filtering area. Also, the special 
Filtron oil will absorb and hold dust 
better than motor oil. As a last step, seal 
the sides of the airbox to the frame and 
the airbox floor [ Fig. 3] with one inch 
wide foam strips to keep water and dust 
out. 

Installing the wide ratio gearbox from 
the MT250 is an excellent modification 
for the desert, because the spread 
between first and fifth is increased 33%. 
This will let you pick your way over 
rocks and still leave almost any other 
250 behind on the fireroads. This 
gearbox is available from Tom Sawyer 
Honda for $175, installed. If you are 
going to buy a new bike, check with 
him first to see about a straightacross 
swap of the gears. Stock final gearing 
(14/47) works well, but a 15 tooth 
countershaft sprocket can be used to 
raise top speed a bit. If you stay with 
the stock close-ratio box, use a 16 tooth 
sprocket. 

In-gear starting is greatly helped by 
running multi-viscosity oil (we use 
20W-50) because clutch drag is reduced 
when the engine is cool. 

Here are some items to watch out for 
in the engine department. The rings are 
strong, but their useful life is only about 
10 races. When you have to rebor the 
cylinder, Honda has four oversizes, and 
Wiseco makes two more beyond that. 
Be sure to relieve the exhaust port 
bridge as shown in the Honda manual; it 
runs hot and tends to expand into the 
cylinder. Keep an eye on all the motor 
mount bolts, especially the two in the 
rear. If they come loose during a race, 
the holes in the crankcase will become 
egg-shaped and will have to be drilled 
out and bushed ($153) before the 
motor can be bolted solidly in place. 
Countershaft sprockets (especially 
accessory sprockets) have been known 
to fail at the splines long before they are 
worn by the chain, so check them 
periodically. 

Handling 

The Elsinore’s long wheel base and 
excellent geometry give it fine desert 
handling right out of the crate. But 
longevity and performance can both be 
improved. The stock shocks will work 
well for about 10 races before the seals 
and fluid disappear. You can rebuild the 
shocks with stock Honda seals, or use 
the $14 kits from Hiiesalu which have 
stronger shafts and American seals. 

Long travel suspension can be 
obtained in a number of ways, using 
commercially-available components. We 
have found that long-travel (4.7”’) 
Curnutts, mounted as shown [Fig. 4] 
will yield over six and one-half inches of 
wheel travel without any modifications 
to the frame, airbox, or fender. The 
set-up will run about $64 for 


custom-designed shocks and $35 for 
welding. While you are welding the 
swingarm, reinforce the flimsy stock 
chain guard. Modified swingarms should

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be checked occasionally for buckling or 
weld separations. For those with more 
cash, Al Baker makes a stronger 
swingarm for $140, and will custom-fit 
S&W shocks and springs for another 
$100. A lay-down kit is available from 
DG for $110, plus welding. Dick Miller 
has used this set-up on his super 125 
Elsinore, in conjunction with the Girling 
gas-oil shocks off the 1975 Husqvarnas. 
The bronze swingarm bushings 
developed by Tom Sawyer Honda ($13) 
are good insurance against swingarm 


wobble, and are vital if any 
modifications are made to the 
suspension. 


The basic desert set-up for the front 
forks is to lower them in the 
triple-clamps until just the cap screw 
shows — this gives you maximum rake 
and trail and, thus, the greates stability. 
Either ATF or 10W fork fluid seems to 
work well in the desert, and suspension 
travel is adequate as-is. Stock fork seals 
work as well as any, but it is wise to put 
on a set of rubber fork boots for three 
reasons — first, the seals will last almost 
indefinitely; second, the fork oil will 
remain cleaner; and third, rocks will not 
chip the fork tubes. Montesa or Al 
Baker fork boots (approximately 
$8/pair) work very well and do not rub 
on a wide front tire. If you fall down (if 
you are a Beginner or Novice, right?) 
check the forks for bending, as they are 
long and soft. 

We recommend only two 
modifications to make the forks work a 
little better. First, if you notice the 
front end getting stiff at the end of a 
race, it is likely that air is being trapped 
inside the forks. Check this by releasing 
a fork cap and noticing if air escapes. 
The cure is to vent the fork caps so air 
can bleed out very slowly as you ride. 
Vented caps can be made for under $2 
using either of the methods shown [ Fig. 
5]. Plastic tubing above the needle valve 
or grease fitting will catch any small 
amount of oil that escapes. Do not try 
to drill a small hole in the fork caps for 
this purpose, as we have found that no 
hole can be made small enough to keep 
the fluid in. 

Second, if you switch to long-travel 
rear suspension, the front forks may no 
longer seem as agile as they were before. 
The eight inch travel kit developed by 
Baker and S&W will smooth out the 
front end for $60. Special S&W fork 
springs are also available for $15, but 
are not absolutely necessary.

The chrome-moly frame should be 
checked for cracking around welded 
joints, especially where the front down 
tube splits into two smaller frame 
members. The right foot peg frequently 
comes loose, so keep the bolt tight and 
check it often. A sure cure is to drill 
straight through the frame and foot peg, 
then weld a 7/16” x 24%” aircraft bolt to 
the frame from the inside. Slip the foot 
peg over it and fasten with an elastic 
stop nut — or weld the whole damn foot 
peg in place to be really sure. The only 
penalty for doing this is that the clutch 
cover will be harder to remove. The 
stamped steel chain deflector found on 
the inside of the frame will eventually 
fail, allowing the rear frame tube to be 
eaten through by the chain. Before this 
happens, weld a piece of steel to that 
frame tube to deflect the chain. 

The stock 1.8 gallon tank has a 


practical range of no more than 45 
miles, so a three and one-quarter gallon 
Vesco skinny-fat tank ($54) is a good 
investment. If the stock tank is in good 
shape, you may be able to sell it for 
enough to pay for the Vesco tank. Only

problem with the Vesco tank is that the 
rear mounting arrangement on the bike 
was never meant to handle twice the 
normal fuel weight. It is almost 


guaranteed that the stock bolt will shear 
off. Fix the mount [Fig. 6] and the

Add 2” foam under 
stock seat cover 
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tank will cause no problems. Running a 
long overflow hose down the front 
frame tube will keep the bike much 
cleaner and you can put it to use as a 
siphon in case you guzzle up all three 
and one-quarter gallons. 

We have found that reshaping the seat 
and raising the bars will make it easier 
to keep body weight over the rear 
wheel. By adding two inches of foam 
[Fig. 7] under the front part of the seat 
cover, you will no longer be jiggled onto 
the tank. Mary’s Foam will do the 
whole thing for $14, or you can buy 
foam and adhesive for about $5. The 
result is a much more comfortable seat 
that holds you in position. Bars with 
about five — six inches of rise will fit 


average riders and the Inter-Am 
aluminum jobs ($14) have been 
crash-tested without any signs of 


bending. Whether you change bars or 
not, remove the silly three-position kill 
switch and put on an honest kill button. 

The stock MX tires are not really 
adequate for desert use, and they should 
be replaced if you can afford it. A 3.50 
x 21 front tire will eliminate the 
“hunting” the front end does in deep 
sand. The rear tire is OK, but a 4.50 or 
4.60 six-ply will keep your speed up in 
deep sand. The bigger tires also will 
protect the rims from rocks better than 
thin motocross tires. 

The last piece of advice is to Loctite 
and/or use “yellow goop” (3M 
Weatherstrip adhesive) or anything that 
can move but shouldn’t. 

Find an understanding welder, and 
you can correct most of the potential 
trouble spots before you go racing. 
After that, all you have to do is hang on 
and Elsie will take you home every time. 
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Smart motorcyclists have more 
fun by riding protected.

Aside from the suspension and frame 
mods to accommodate it, there are 
some other detail improvements on the 
V-75 that stem directly from Montesa’s 
Grand Prix experience. The expansion 
chamber now has an integral silencer in 
the stinger thereby eliminating the 
former cracking problem of the add-on 
un-noisemaker. Ironically, the silencer 
blew out of our test bike. Even more 
ironically, other V-75 owners can’t get 
theirs to come out short of blasting 
powder or a torch. Sadly, even without 
a silencer the Montesa’s well-designed 
pipe is quieter than a Yamaha YZ ora 
Honda CR. You can hear more noise 
from the background singing of the 
Montesa’s straight cut gears than from 
the pipe when the engine is under load. 

The squeeze ball rubber petcocks, 
still unique to Montesa, are a good idea 
because they can’t be snapped off in a 
crash, you can’t turn them off with 
your knees when sliding back and forth 
over the contoured fuel tank, and rocks 
flying up from a stony course won’t 
knock them shut. Maybe that’s why 
some GP riders are putting them on 
their tanks no matter what brand of 
machine they ride. 

Shifting the five speed gearbox was 
easy and miss-free to start with and felt 
better as it was used. Whether the 
34mm Bing carb was on the pilot or the 
main jet, you could just snick the shift 
lever a notch and you were there every 
time. 

Maintenance of the machine is simple 
and straightforward. One rider was 
moved to comment about the basic 
simple “correctness” of how all the 
Montesa’s parts go together. It is 
probably the 250 motocrosser that is 
most complete and most competitive as 
you buy it. You don’t find yourself 
spending a lot more on it for accessories 
or maintenance once you get it out the 
door of the dealer’s showroom, 

There are other reasonably clever 
goodies that you start to take for 
granted, like magnesium sprockets and 
stay arms located where weight matters, 
and rubber rubbing blocks coupled with 
a hefty chain guide to take care of the 
needed three inches of chain play. As on 
other similarly-shod bikes, you will have 
to sort out the tire requirements for 
your riding. The Pirelli knobbies just do 
not work on dry or hard tracks. Save 
the rear 4.50 for mud races. Then, it’s 
the way to go. Most all the factory 
riders with any choice in the matter 
agree; not just those on Montesa. 

What’s it like to ride? It’s like riding a 
works bike. The extreme suspension 
travel, the lack of weight, the 
eyeball-popping power at the peak of 
the rev range, and the satisfying 
three-feet-from-the-corner stopping and 
turning ability of the V-75 Montesa 
have been encountered previously only 
on machinery prepared for factory 
riders. It has the look, the feel, and 90% 
of the performance of that works 
machinery. 

Where does that leave it in the 
incredibly competitive 250 class 
motocross market? The newest Cappra 
may, or may not, be the best out of the 
crate 250 you can buy. The alternatives 
have improved tremendously since 
Montesa stood virtually alone with a 
factory replica we could buy. 

The “Which is best?” kind of 
evaluation has probably become 
irrelevant! in an environment glutted 
with excellent machinery. Each 
motocrosser is composed of 
compromises between lap times and 
good times; eight inches of suspension 
travel and satisfying handling feedback; 
putting 30 horses to the ground and a 
useful powerband; devaluating dollars 
and world-wide inflation. Given the 
compromises and the competition, a 
more appropriate question might be 
“What works?” 

Montesa has succeeded, once again, in 
building a 250 class bike that works — 
without losing the essential qualities or 
detailing that made us think that its 
forerunner, the VR, was the best stock 
250 you could buy. e
